Hotels That Mix Butter, Milk and Oil 


Also Must Pay 


Washington, Aug. 11.—Koyal E. Ca- 


)cll, 
commissioner of Internal reve- 


nue, 
when he declared that the pro- 


duct of megers or lilenders was be- 
ng used as a substitute for butter or 
aleomargarlne and that agents of the 
revenue service 
should 
stop 
such 


practice or collect a tax of ten cents 
a pound, struck a hard blow at res- 
tourant and hotel men. 


Mr. Cabell states that hotels and 


restaurants are beginning to use the 
adulterating 
machines 
extensively, 


and that their use for emulsifying 
certain quantities of milk and butter 
subjects the product to the tax. In 
addition each manufacurer or manip- 
ulator is also taxable to the extent of 
?600. 


The 


make two ponds of butter from one 
pound of butter and one pint of milk. 
The makers of these machines claim 
that the butter cnn be made richer 
by putting in a pint of vegetable oil, 
preferably cottonseed oil. According 
to the ruling of Mr. Cabell, this mix- 
ture would subject the product to tax 
as oleomargarine.
